There will be no warn- 
ings. If you break the law. 
you'll be ticketed. 

Due to the number of 
complaints and the increased 
number of PWCs on area 
lakes, the sheriffs depart- 
ment fast summer started a 
zero tolerance program. The 
same policy is being fol- 
lowed this summer. Marine 
laws. Sheriff George Lasater 
said, will be strictly enforced.

What concerns him most is the lack 
of responsibility shown by some PWC 
owners. “Some of the complaints are 
giving us serious concems.”” he said. 

Underage children are being al- 
lowed to operate PWCs, novice opera- 
tors are not being given proper 
instuction, and users are coming way 
too close to swimming areas, he said. 

Just over the 4th of July holiday at 
Whitings Park. there were at least six 
complaints of PWCs too close to the 
beach. 

The sheritf"s department patrols 
county lakes with four marine offic- 
ers, three of whom are full time. It has 
three boats and one PWC. donated this 
summer by Dry Harbor Marina. 

A marine officer patrols Lake 
Charlevoix seven days a week. 


They include: 

* Any Operator or occupant on 
board a PWC must at all times be 
wearing a Coast Guard approved per- 
sonal flotation device that fits and is 
in good serviceable condition. 

* A person shall not operate a 
PWC between the hours from one 
hour before sunset to 8 a.m. 

¢ Whenever a PWC is within 100 
feet of an anchored boat, drifting 
boat, raft. dock, pier. buoyed swim 
area, or swimmer in the water, the 
PWC must be operated at an IDLE- 
SLOW NO-WAKE speed. 

*A PWC shall not cross within 
150 feet behind another vessel. other 
than a personal watercraft, that is 
traveling at a speed greater than slow 
no-wake. 

*A PWC shall not be operated by 
a person under the age of 14 years 
old.

while not very traditional due to ex- 
isting circumstances, allow residents 
to enjoy the outdoors, out of the sun 
and elements. 

“I love taking old facades and 
doing something with them,” Steve 
said. 

Educated and trained in architec- 
ture at the University of Kentucky 
and through the Institute for the Study 
of Classical Architecture in New York 
City, Wiseman was in his element in 
historical Lexington. 

But his love of old architecture 
came as a “conversion” of sorts. Edu- 
cated in the modernist style, it was 
essentially one book, “The Revival 
of Architecture” by Clive Aslet and 
Quinlan Terry, which hooked him. 

He looks to the old architectural 
masters for ideas and details — us- 
ing what already works as a prece- 
dent. 

“They're timeless, they endure, 
and they will always endure,” he said. 

His eye and appreciation for the 
older buildings translated easily to the 
streets of Boyne City, a place already 
containing many of the elements of 
a traditional town. 

On his drawing board now are 
exterior renovations for two more 
downtown businesses, which when 
completed, will reflect a more tradi-

I, 1999 he or she obtained a safety 
certificate. 

* A person who was born after 
Dec. 31, 1978 shall not operate a 
PWC on the waters of this state un- 
less he or she first obtains a boating 
certificate and is IN POSSESSION 
(physically on board the PWC) of a 
boating safety certificate. 

* The owner of a PWC or a per- 
son having charge over or control of 
a PWC shall not authorize or know- 
ingly permit the PWC to be operated 
in violation of section 7. 

*A PWC shall at all times be op- 
erated in a reasonable and prudent 
manner. Maneuvers that unreason- 
ably or unnecessarily endanger life, 
limb, or property constitute reckless 
operation of a vessel.

“You make improvements where 
you can, when you can,” he said.

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Building plans getting fine tuned

THE NEW AUTOMATED circulation system is up and run- 
ning, more or less smoothly. At busy times there may be a slight 
delay in checking out books while we enter patron information into 
the system. We appreciate your patience. The first day we used the 
system we broke all records for number of items loaned, checking 
out almost two percent of the entire collection in one day. 


SOME COMMUNITY MEMBERS arc talking with represen- 
tatives from The Breton Group, a fund-raising consulting firm from 


Grand Rapids. 


The library board decided to hire a consultant to 


determine the feasibility of raising the money necessary for an en- 
dowment fund. 

The Peabody Foundation is giving the money to expand and reno- 
vate the library, but they want to be sure the community supports the 
facility. They also do not want the larger facility to become a finan- 
cial burden for the community. For these reasons, the foundation 
requires the board to establish an endowment fund to cover the addi- 


tional operating costs of the larger building and expanded services. 

Determining the exact amount of money that will be needed is 
basically a guessing game. We have estimated how much more it 
might cost to run the new library. The Breton Group is helping us 
determine how to proceed to raise enough money in an endowment 
fund to generate the additional money needed. We appreciate the 
community's willingness to participate in this study, and thank those 


who have agreed to an interview. 


THE BUILDING PLANS are being fine tuned. and the Design 
Development phase of the architectural process should be completed 
in August. After that, the construction documents need to be com- 
pleted and the project put out for bid. The original timeline for the 
project estimated that construction could begin as carly as this fall. 
At this time it seems more likely that construction will not begin 


unti! early spring.

THE CITY OF BOYNE CITY ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1. This Ordinance amendment shalt be known and cited as 
the “City of Boyne City Tax Exemption Ordinance.” 


SECTION 2. Preamble. 

It is acknowledged that it is a proper public purpose of the State of 
Michigan and its political subdivisions to provide housing for its citizens 
of low income and to encourage the development of such housing by 
providing for a service charge in lieu of property taxes in accordance 
with the State Housing Development Authority Act of 1966 (1966 PA 
346, as amended, MCLA Section 125.1401 et. seq., MSA Section 
116,114(1) et. seq.) The City of Boyne City is authorized by this Act to 
establish or change the service charge to be paid in lieu of taxes by 
any or all classes of housing exempt from taxation under this Act at any 
amount it chooses not to exceed the taxes that would be paid for this 
Act. It is further acknowledged that such housing for persons of low 
income is a public necessity, and as the City of Boyne City will be ben- 
efitted and improved by such housing, the encouragement of the same 
by providing certain real estate tax exemption for such housing is a 
valid public purpose; further, that the continuance of the provisions of 
this Ordinance for tax exemption and the service charge in lieu of taxes 
during the period contemplated in this Ordinance are essential to the 
determination of economic feasibility of housing developments which 
are constructed and financed in reliance on such tax exemption. 

The City of Boyne City acknowledges that the Boyne City Housing 
Commission (the “Sponsor’) has offered, subject to receipt of an allo- 
cation under the Low Income Housing Tax Credit (LIHTC), to erect, 
own, and operate a housing development identified as Boyne Senior 
Housing Development on certain property in the City of Boyne City to 
serve persons of low income, and that the Sponsor has offered to pay 
the City of Boyne City on account of this housing development an an- 
nual service charge for public services in fieu of all taxes. 


SECTION 4. Class of Housing Developments. 

itis determined that the class of Housing Developments to which 
the tax exemption shall apply and for which a service charge shall be 
paid in lieu of such taxes shall be Elderly, which are financed or as- 
sisted pursuant to the Act. It is further determined that Boyne Senior 
Housing Development is of this class. 


SECTION 5. Establishment of Annual Service Charge. 

The Housing Development identified as Boyne City Housing Com- 
mission Development Number One and the property on which it shall 
be constructed shall be exempt from all property taxes from and after 
the commencement of construction. The City of Boyne City, acknowl- 
edging that the Sponsor and the Authority have established the eco- 
nomic feasibility of the Housing Development in reliance upon the en- 
actment and continuing effect of this Ordinance and the qualification of 
the Housing Development for exemption from all property taxes and a 
payment in lieu of taxes as established in this Ordinance, and in con- 
sideration of the Sponsor's offer, subject to receipt of an allocation un- 
der the LIHTC program, to construct, own and operate the Housing 
Development, agrees to accept payment of an annual service charge 
for public services in lieu of all property taxes. The annual service charge 
shall be equal to 0% of the difference-between the Annual Shelter Rents 
actually collected and Utilities. 


SECTION 6. Limitation on the Payment of Annual Service Charge. 

Notwithstanding Section 5, the service charge to be paid each year 
in lieu of taxes for the part of the Housing Development which is tax 
exempt and which is occupied by other than low income persons or 
families shall be equal to the full amount of the taxes which would be 
paid on that portion of the Housing Development if the Housing devel- 
opment were not tax exempt.

Boyne planners want quick action to quiet car wash 


The Boyne City Planning Com- 
mission has heard enough from The 
Max Car Wash in downtown Boyne 
City. 

Commissioners made it perfectly 
clear at their meeting Monday 
evening that they want the noise from 
the drier silenced — pronto. 

Although the item was not on 
their agenda, planners passed a mo- 
tion at the end of their lengthy meet- 
ing recommending to the city com- 
mission that the car wash’s blower 


system be shut off. ; 

The city and car wash owner Paul 
Fairbairn have been working on ways 
to quiet the drier on the automatic car 
wash for several months, but so far 
have been unsuccessful. 

The two sides thought they had 
found a solution when Fairbairn con- 
tracted with the manufacturer a few 
months ago to build a quieting sys- 
tem for the dryer. The city believed 
the unit would be delivered at least 
by now. As it turns out, the manufac- 


turer has told the city it would be late 
July at the earliest before it could be 
delivered. 


That delay apparently extin- . 


guished what little patience planners 
had left and they are asking the city 
to pull the plug on the drier.
